Tothe  inhabitants  of  theJown  of  Charlestown,  in  theCounty  of  Sullivan  in 
said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Charlestown  Elementary  School 
Gymnasium  in  said  Charlestown  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next, 
at  10:00  in  the  forenoon  until  the  beginning  of  the  business  session  at  7:00  P.M. 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article    1.    To  choose  the  necessary  Town  Officers  for  their  respective 
terms. 


Article  2.  "Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  1  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Charlestown 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows:  To  establish  an  Industrial  Zone 
designated  as  Zone  F-1."

Article  3.  "Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  No.  2  as  follows:  To  establish  an 
Indistrial  Zone  designated  as  Zone  F-2  and  modify  the  boundaries 
of  Zone  A-1."

CHARLESTOWN,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

MARCH  8,  1983 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  in  the  County  of  Sullivan  in 
said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  met  at  the  Charlestown  Elementary 
School  Gymnasium  in  said  Charlestown  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March 
at  10:00  in  the  forenoon  until  the  beginning  of  the  business  session  at  7:00  p.m. 
to  cast  their  ballots. 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  exactly  10:00  a.m.  by  the  Assistant 
Moderator,  Patricia  J.  Royce,  followed  by  the  reading  of  the  Warrant  in  full.  The 
Polls  were  declared  open  at  10:10  a.m.  for  the  Balloting  on  Article  1  and  the 
ballot  for  the  School  Moderator  and  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  Fall 
Mountain  Regional  School  District. 

The  Assistant  Moderator  announced  that  the  Absentee  Ballots  would  be 
cast  at  4:00  p.m. 

Charles  L.  Child,  Moderator,  cast  the  Absentee  Ballots,  starting  at  4:00 
p.m.  and  finishing  at  4:10  p.m. 

The  Moderator  closed  the  polls  at  7:08  p.m.  and  then  announced  that  the 
meeting  would  come  to  order.  This  was  followed  by  his  announcement  of  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  during  the  Meeting,  which  read  as  follows: 


1 .  Members  of  the  audience  not  registered  to  vote  -  please  sit  on  the  back 
bleachers  to  my  left.  Voters  please  take  a  seat  on  the  main  floor  or  in  the 
south  bleachers.  Any  voter  wishing  to  challenge  another  voter,  please 
speak  to  one  of  the  tellers  or  to  the  assistant  moderator,  Pat  Royce. 

2.  After  voting  is  completed  and  the  polls  are  declared  closed,  I  have 
appointed  an  assistant  moderator,  Ted  Putnam,  in  charge  of  counting 
ballots,  with  the  ballot  clerks,  and  one  supervisor  to  count  on  stage. 
When  a  ballot  vote  is  required,  I  will  call  the  ballot  clerks  and  supervisor 
back  to  the  floor  to  accomplish  that  task. 

3.  If  this  meeting  should  recess  to  another  evening,  no  action  on  articles 
already  acted  upon  will  be  reconsidered  on  the  succeeding  evening. 

4.  All  motions  on  articles  will  be  made  in  writing.  The  moderator  will 
recognize  only  a  positive  statement  motion  so  that  a  yes  vote  will  be  in 
favor  and  a  no  vote  against  the  idea  expressed  in  the  motion. 

5.  All  persons  wishing  a  chance  to  speak  to  a  motion  will  please  sign  up  in 
advance  of  the  article  or  articles  by  either  - 

a.  Speaking  to  the  assistant  moderator  in  charge,  or 

b.  Writing  your  name  and  article(s)  you  wish  to  speak  to  on  a  slip  of 
paper  and  giving  it  to  one  of  the  six  tellers  who  will  in  turn  give  it  to  the 
assistant  moderator  to  prepare  for  me.  The  tellers  have  slips  of  paper  for 
this  use.  Please  sign  up  for  those  specific  Articles  you  plan  to  speak  to. 

After  the  people  who  have  signed  up  speak  (and  you  may  choose  not  to 
speak  even  if  you  have  signed  up),  the  floor  will  then  be  opened  for 
further  discussion. 


The  moderator  will,  however,  recognize  at  this  time  a  motion  to  call  for 
the  question  and  a  2/3  vote  at  that  time  will  bring  a  vote  on  the  main 
motion.

Ed  Blanc,  Director  of  the  Charlestown  Ambulance  Service,  made 
an  appeal  for  personnel  to  serve  on  emergency  calls  as  there  is  a 
shortage  of  personnel.  He  also  announced  a  series  of  classes  for 
training  in  first  aid  which  is  being  offered. 

A  reminder  was  announced  that  the  Fall  Mountain  Regional  School 
District  meeting  is  March  12th. 

,  Article  6      To  consider  the  budget.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
poor,  laying  out  and  repairing  highways,  building  and  repairing 
bridges,  street  lighting  and  the  necessary  charges  arising  within 
the  Town.

"I  move  to  amend  the  budget  to  read  as  presented  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Highway,  Streets  and  Bridges  to  appropriate  no  additional 
funds  from  1982,  and  thus  remain  at  1982  levels.

General  Highway  5,336.00 

Town  Road  Aid  1,453.00 

Highway  Subsidy  32,870.00 

Trees  1 ,000.00 

Street  Lighting  10,500.00 

and  no  additional  funds  for  Police  Department  to  remain  at  1982 
level  $105,000.00." 

The  Amendment  to  Article  6  was  defeated  by  a  voice  vote. 

James  Hearne  made  the  motion  to  amend  Article  6  as  follows: 

"I  move  that  the  new  police  cruiser  requested  in  the  budget  be 
considered  as  a  replacement  cruiser  and  that  the  old  cruiser  be 
considered  as  excess  and  disposed  of  by  sale  or  in  any  way  which 
will  serve  the  best  interest  of  the  town." 

The  Amendment  to  Article  6  was  defeated  by  a  standing  vote:  Yes, 
94  -  No,  97 

Article  6  was  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  7      ToseeiftheTownwill  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000.00 
to  supplement  the  Special  Highway  Subsidy  for  the  renovating  of 
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town  roads. 

Motion  presented.  The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept 
the  motion  as  read  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  8  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $32,000.00 
to  repair  the  bridge  located  on  road  going  from  Chestnut  Flat  to 
Unity  Road  in  North  Charlestown. 

Motion  presented.  The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept 
the  motion  as  read  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  9  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  Sum  of  $22,454.00 
for  the  Fall  Mountain  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  the  Child 
Health  offices. 

Motion  presented.  The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept 
the  motion  as  read  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  10  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  for  Community  Youth  Advocates,  Inc.  in  order  to  assure 
continued  services  and  counseling  for  the  young  people  of  the 
community. 

Motion  presented.  The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept 
the  motion  as  read  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  1 1  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,800.00 
for  police  radios  and  radar,  $3,800.00  to  to  be  used  for  a  cruiser 
radio  and  two  portable  radios,  $2,000.00  for  radar.  ($1 ,000.00  of  the 
expenditure  for  radar  will  be  returned  to  the  Town  from  State 
Highway  Funds.)

"To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $35,000.00 
to  be  used  by  the  Selectmen  in  planning  and  preparing  a  program 
to  solve  our  immediate  and  long  range  solid  waste  problems  and 
provide,  for  consideration  by  the  Town,  at  least  two  alternatives 
approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Wastes  for  our  waste  disposal." 

Article  12  as  amended  was  passed. 

Article  13  Toseeif  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of  immediate 
actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid  rain 
which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and  economy  of  Charlestown 
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and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Charlestown.  These 
actions  shall  include: 

1.  Reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain,  sulfur 
dioxide  emissions,  by  the  year  1990. 

2.  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the  government 
of  Canada  that  will  commit  both  nations  to  this  same  goal. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Congressional  Delegation  and  the  the  President  of  the 
United  States. 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  postpone  Article  13  indefinitely. 
This  was  defeated  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  13  was  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  14  To  see  if  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00  to  continue  the  access  road  to  the  picnic  area,  to  con- 
struct a  parking  area,  the  picnic  area,  and  restroom  facilities,  on  the 
area  known  as  the  Patch  Land. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  postpone  Article  14  indefinitely  and 
it  was  so  voted  by  a  voice  vote. 

Edwin  Walsh  offered  the  following  alternative: 

"The  Charlestown  Selectmen  will  request  our  Town  Attorney  to 
establish  the  'Patch  Land  Trust'  to  be  maintained  under  the  Trus- 
tees of  Trust  Funds. 

The  Selectmen  would  then  appoint  a  board  to  administer  the  Trust, 
comprised  of  Recreation  Committee  members,  service  club  repre- 
sentatives, and  citizens  at  large.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Charlestown,  New  Hampshire  as  of  andfortheyearended  December31, 1982, 
as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining,  individual 
fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly 
the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire  at 
DecemberSI  ,1982,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  forthe  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements.  The  accompanying 
financial  information  listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents 
is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the 
combined  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire. 
The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  combined,  combining,  individual  fund  and  account  group 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects 
in  relation  to  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Board  members  and  the  librarian  attended  Regional  Library  Association 
meetings  and  hosted  a  meeting  here. 

With  the  N.H.  State  Library  discontinuing  the  services  of  the  Bookmobile 
in  this  area,  we  were  fortunate  in  acquiring  approximately  1 ,000  books  free 
from  them.  This  required  many  hours  of  work  by  our  aides  to  catalogue  them 
for  circulation. 

Antique  chairs  that  were  in  the  original  library,  have  all  been  reglued  and 
refinished.  Shelving  was  installed  in  the  audio-visual  room  to  store  historical 
and  valuable  books  not  put  on  shelves  for  circulation,  as  they  should  be  under 
lock;  however,  if  a  request  is  made  at  the  desk,  they  may  be  looked  at,  at  the 
library. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  were  reactivated  and  they  have  held  quilting 
classes,  story  hours  for  children,  mended  books  and  held  a  book  sale.  Anyone 
interested  in  joining  the  Friends  of  the  Library  are  urged  to  attend  their 
meetings. 

Many  books  were  donated  to  the  library,  for  which  we  are  very  grateful,  we 
would  however,  appreciate  if  you  intend  to  donate  books,  to  give  a  list  of  them 
to  our  librarian,  so  we  will  not  have  too  many  duplicates.

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ANNUAL  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  following  is  a  breakdown  report  of  services  that  were  performed  by 
this  Department  in  all  fields  of  Police  activity  and  it  has  been  a  busy  year. 

Fingerprints  taken  - 16.  These  prints  were  taken  due  to  arrests  and  other 
activities  that  require  the  prints  and  for  employment  reasons  for  residents. 

Services  to  other  Police  Departments  -655.  This  service  includes  NCIC 
requests,  license  requests,  motor  vehicle  listings,  taking  into  custody  people 
wanted  by  other  Police  Departments  and  State  Police,  relay  of  subjects  or 
paper  work  between  departments,  and  assisting  any  police  department  in  any 
way  they  so  request. 

Services  to  Insurance  Companies  -  52.  This  service  includes  reports  sent 
to  the  company  when  they  request  these  for  motor  vehicle  accidents,  theft,  and 
burglaries. 

Family  Services  -  72.  This  type  of  service  includes  domestic  problems, 
helping  the  mentally  disturbed  persons  along  with  despondent  persons  and 
any  family  problems  this  department  can  assist  with,  such  as  juvenile 
situations. 

Courtesy  Services  -  636.  This  service  consists  of  escorts  to  the  bank  for 
business  people  of  the  town,  traffic  control  for  weddings,  parades,  church 
services,  funerals,  special  town  functions,  delivering  emergency  messages, 
transporting  people  with  disabled  vehicles  to  get  aid,  aiding  the  elderly  who 
may  have  fallen  or  any  other  problems  they  may  need  assistance  with, 
checking  VIN's  on  the  vehicles  to  assist  the  Town  Clerk  with  registrations, 
calling  Mutual  Aid  to  tone  the  Fire  Department  when  a  fire  call  comes  to  the 
department.  This  year  there  were  21  fire  calls  to  this  department  and  Mutual 
Aid  was  notified  by  radio  or  telephone. 

Security  Checks  -  7,165.  These  are  checks  made  on  business  and  public 
buildings  in  town  throughout  the  year  by  the  Duty  Officer  to  insure  their 
properties  are  secure. 

Private  Home  Security  Checks  -  273.  This  consists  of  a  security  check 
sheet  for  people  who  are  away  vacationing  or  hospitalized  and  request  their 
property  be  checked  while  they  are  away  to  insure  there  are  no  problems. 

Bank  Alarms  -  31.  The  department  responds  to  these  alarms  at  the  four 
banks  in  our  jurisdiction,  and  these  alarms  are  activated  for  various  reasons, 
and  are  installed  in  the  police  department. 

Other  Alarms  - 100.  These  alarms,  installed  in  our  office,  were  answered 
when  they  were  activated  for  various  reasons  at  local  businesses  and 
buildings. 

Total  Complaints  -861 .  This  category  includes  any  and  all  complaints  that 
are  phoned  into  the  department  or  are  presented  in  person,  excluding  dog 
complaints.  The  department  resolves  these  complaints  and  problems  as  soon 
as  possible,  by  the  best  means  possible,  to  serve  the  public  to  preserve  the 
peace  of  the  Town. 

Dog  Complaints  -  223.  These  complaints  are  called  into  the  Police 
Department  and  referred  to  the  Dog  Officer.  If  he  is  unavailable,  the  Duty 
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barking  dogs,  stray  dogs,  dogs  being  a  nuisance  in  gardens  and  yards. 

This  year  a  total  of  671  summons,  warnings,  arrests  and  chekcups  were 
issued  in  Charlestown  for  various  incidents.

JUVENILE  REPORT 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  116  juvenile  cases  handled  by  this 
department.  These  cases  were  handled  either  through  the  Court  System  or  by 
the  Police  Department  with  the  best  means  to  resolve  the  situation  for  all 
parties  involved. 


MEDICAL  ASSISTANCE 

This  department  dispatches  the  Charlestown  Ambulance  service  to  all 
medical  emergencies  and  transfers.  This  year  there  were  267  Ambulance  calls 
for  various  medical  problems  that  were  dispatched  by  this  department. 

The  Police  Department  also  responded  to  11  calls  for  assistance  with 
medical  problems  of  all  types.  The  department  also  aids  the  ambulance  service 
since  the  cruiser,  being  mobile,  can  often  arrive  at  the  scene  of  a  medical  call 
prior  to  the  ambulance  arrival  and  can  also  spot  the  trouble  area  with  cruiser 
lights.  The  cruiser  is  equipped  with  a  resuscitator  and  a  first  aid  kit. 


RESTITUTION 

This  department  collected  a  total  of  $922.42  for  numerous  residents  of 
town.  These  people  had  been  issued  insufficient  fund  checks  and/or  had 
damage  done  to  their  property. 


PROPERTY  LOSS  AND  RECOVERY  VALUE 

Property  value  loss  through  thefts,  burglaries,  and  various  other  acts  in 
Charlestown  for  the  year  was  $28,326.00. 

Property  value  recovery  in  the  Town  of  Charlestown  for  the  year  was 
$18,447.00,  which  is  a  65%  recovery  rate  on  the  value  loss. 


USE  OF  PRIVATE  VEHICLE  MILEAGE 

During  the  year  of  1983,  the  Police  Department  Officers  used  their  private 
vehicles  for  a  total  of  2,989  miles.  This  mileage  is  due  to  back  up  calls 
responding  from  their  homes,  extra  holiday  patrols  and  incidents  that  require 
more  than  one  Police  Officer  at  a  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  active  in  various  areas  this  year. 
One  of  our  main  concerns  is  the  problem  of  Acid  Rain.  We  sponsored  a 
meeting  which  showed  films  of  the  effects  of  acid  rain  and  supported  an  article 
which  requested  that  the  federal  government  take  action  to  reduce  acid  rain. 
(See  last  year's  warrant  article  13)  This  article  passed. 

We  reviewed  our  street  lighting  and  met  with  Granite  State  Electric  to 
discuss  replacement  of  incandescent  street  lights  with  lexan  shielded  sodium 
vapor  lights  which  cost  less  to  operate  and  give  better  illumination  with  less 
glare.  Already  lights  have  been  replaced  on  West  Street,  Springfield  Road, 
Summer  Street  and  Lover's  Lane  where  an  additional  light  has  been  installed. 

Our  annual  Green-Up  Date  showed  that  the  majority  of  our  roadside  litter 
is  made  up  of  bottles  and  cans.  We  appreciate  the  help  the  Scouts  and  4-H 
gives  us  each  year  with  this  project.  When  200  bottles  and  cans  are  picked  up  in 
the  distance  between  two  telephone  poles  it  indicates  the  public  needs  more 
incentive  to  reduce  the  urge  to  throw  them  out  the  window.  Oursupportof  the 
Bottle  Bill  legislation  continues. 

We  had  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Planning  Board  to  discuss  ways  of 
preserving  our  farm  lands  which  are  some  of  the  best  in  the  state.  The  Land 
Evaluation  and  Site  Assessment  (LESA)  meetings  were  attended  by  members 
of  our  commission. 

We  supported  the  tree  planting  project  started  by  the  Women's  Club  and 
will  oversee  the  care  of  the  trees.  Optimum  use  of  our  town-owned  lands  is  of 
continuing  concern.  The  possibility  of  income  from  selective  cutting  is  being 
considered  as  well  as  use  of  the  land  for  recreational  purposes. 

Our  members  have  attended  workshops  on  logging  procedures  and 
wetlands.  Three  members  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  N.H.  Association 
of  Conservation  Commissions  and  the  three  workshps  offered.  The  concern 
over  the  disposal  of  low  level  radioactive  waste  was  supported  in  an  article  to 
encourage  the  legislature  to  continue  its  study  of  a  three  state  northern  New 
England  compact  or  other  alternative  to  determine  the  best  solution  for  our 
state. 

A  few  Dredge  and  Fill  permits  were  reviewed  and  approved.  A  letter  has 
been  sent  to  the  local  contractors  explaining  the  law  and  the  need  to  obtain  a 
permit  when  working  in  our  near  wetlands. 

We  have  purchased  maps  from  the  Sullivan  County  Soil  Conservation 
Districtdesignating  wetlands  and  soils  subject  to  flooding.  A  biologist  from  the 
USDA  Soil  Conservation  Service  will  help  us  identify  our  prime  wetlands,  one 
of  our  major  projects  for  next  year.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Charlestown  Master  Plan  was  completed  in  1983.  Final  hearings  are  to 
be  held  in  January  1 984  so  that  the  final  adoption  process  may  proceed  before 
the  March  1984  Town  Meeting.  The  document  already  has  served  to  support 
some  significant  actions  of  the  Town. 

Several  discussions  have  been  held  and  presentations  made  to  civic 
groups  about  Charlestown's  need  for  economic  development.  As  a  result,  the 
Charlestown  Economic  Development  Association,  Inc.  (CEDA)  has  been 
formed  by  local  business  people  separate  from  Town  government.  The 
purpose  of  CEDA  is  to  further  the  housing,  ecomomic,  social,  esthetic, 
industrial,  commercial  and  recreational  development  of  Charlestown. 

Joint  meetings  with  the  Selectmen  and  Conservation  Commission  have 
produced  some  resolutions  on  land  use  planning,  including  LESA  (land 
evaluation  and  site  assessment)  which  aims  to  preserve  farmland;  control  of 
expansion  and  development  in  remote  areas  which  impacts  scenic  roads  and 
road  reconstruction  in  general;  upgrading  of  the  water  systems  in  the  built-up 
area;  starting  feasibility  grant  applications  which  will  allow  for  specific  site 
improvements  in  Charlestown's  center  as  well  as  the  establishment  of 
industrial  parks  and  discussion  of  establishing  recreation  areas  within  each 
new  subdivision. 

It  has  been  evident  during  the  year,  that  many  people  do  not  understand 
the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  Town  subdivision  regulations,  zoning  ordinances 
or  siteplan  review  ordinances.  The  Town  has  voted  that  these  rules  be  adopted 
and  enforced  in  accord  with  state  law.  All  of  them  are  aimed  at  protecting  the 
common  interest  of  the  community  as  a  whole  and  specific  neighborhood 
concerns.  The  objective  of  the  Planning  Board  is  to  see  that  these  laws  are 
administered  as  fairly  as  we  know  how.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  SOLID  WASTE 
ALTERNATIVE  COMMITTEE 

First,  a  note  of  thanks  should  be  given  the  four  committee  members, 
CedricFisk.ClydeHunt,  John  Putnam  and  Paul  St.  Pierre,  for  all  their  time  and 
effort  put  into  this  project. 

Since  the  appropriation  of  $35,000.00  at  the  last  Town  meeting,  $7,807.23 
has  been  spent  on  (1)  development  of  a  Solid  Waste  Alternative  to  the  Sullivan 
County  Regional  District  and  (2)  Design  of  a  Transfer  Station  Site.  The  balance 
of  the  $35,000.00  will  be  spent  this  summer  on  the  closure  plan  for  the  present 
landfill. 

As  of  February  1,  1984,  the  Engineering  firm  of  Hoyle,  Tanner  and 
Associates  have  completed  all  aspects  of  the  Solid  Waste  Alternative  Plan  and 
have  presented  it  to  the  State  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  for  approval.  As  of  this 
date,  the  State  has  not  given  approval  of  our  plan  and  will  not,  until  a  vote  is 
taken  by  Charlestown  residents  to  withdraw  from  the  Sullivan  County  District. 

In  August,  1983,  Hoyle  and  Tanner  completed  the  final  design  for  the 
Transfer  Station  Site.  This  design  is  on  file  at  the  Selectmen's  Office.  A  transfer 
station  will  be  needed  for  almost  every  alternative  we  reviewed,  whether  we 
haul  our  solid  waste  to  Claremont,  B.F.I,  in  Springfield  or  any  other  site,  a 
Transfer  Station  (a  large  metal  compactor)  will  be  needed  to  store  and 
transport  the  waste. 

The  remaining  expenses  involve  closure  of  our  present  landfill.  Before 
closure  can  take  place,  hydrogeologic  studies  of  the  ground  water  must  be 
conducted  to  determine  what  and  where  the  leachate  is  running.  Based  on  the 
results  of  these  studies,  Hoyle,  Tanner  and  Associates  will  design  a  closure 
plan  for  our  landfill.  This  plan  can  involve  (1)  leachote  monitoring  wells  (2) 
relocation  of  buried  solid  waste  (3)  diversion  or  collection  of  leachate  (4) 
placing  a  cap  over  the  landfill,  etc. 

The  committee  will  continue  to  work  on  this  project  throughout  1984.  Any 
town  residents  who  may  be  interested  in  working  with  the  committee,  contact 
the  Selectmen.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  -  1983 

Recreation  Commission  again  continued  to  provide  recreation  for  all  ages 
to  the  citizens  of  Charlestown  during  1983. 

Swimming  Pool 

The  swimming  pool  continued  to  be  the  main  involvement  of  the 
Recreation  Commission  during  the  year.  Our  highly  qualified  pool  staff  gave 
lessons  to  the  youngsters  of  Charlestown  and  helped  with  Camp  Holiday,  a 
special  education  day  camp.  A  life  saving  course  was  given  by  the  pool 
assistant  manager.  The  swim  team  used  the  pool  on  a  regular  basis  for  training 
and  home  meets. 

In  the  area  of  maintenance  and  up-keep,  the  Commission  continued  to 
up-date  our  filter  system  with  a  replacement  unit.  The  State  Health  Depart- 
ment, gave  the  pool  a  very  high  rating  in  pool  sanitation  and  cleanliness.

Recreation  Director 

David  Brodeur,  our  part  time  recreation  director,  continued  to  provide 
recreational  activities  for  all  citizens.  Some  of  the  services  provided  were 
Aerobic  Dance  -  (Adults),  Basketball  -  (5  -  8th  Grade  -  Boys  and  Girls  and 
Adults),  Voleyball  -  (Adults),  3.2  Mile  Road  Race  -  (Adults  and  Children), 
Children's  Halloween  and  Christmas  Party,  Dance  on  Swan  Common  and 
T-Ball  Baseball  -  (Children).  Many  similar  events  will  be  planned  for  1984. 

Patch  Park 

Development  continued  during  the  year,  with  progress  made  on  the  Babe 
Ruth  baseball  diamond.  The  concrete  pads  were  put  down  for  the  dug-outs,  by 
a  work  party  of  Rotary  Club  members.  A  water  line  was  installed  from  the  upper 
parking  lot  to  the  Babe  Ruth  diamond.  A  road  was  built  the  whole  length  of  the 
park,  which  gives  total  access  to  the  park,  including  the  ball  diamond  and 
picnic  area. 

Another  work  party  made  up  of  Women's  Club  members,  Rotarians  and 
Lions  along  with  a  local  contractor,  St.  Pierre  Inc.,  leveled,  filled  in,  raked  and 
seeded  the  Women's  Club  picnic  area.  The  Women's  Club  also  bought  ten 
picnic  tables  that  will  be  in  the  picnic  area  of  the  Patch  Park. 

During  the  winter  of  1983,  an  ice  skating  rink  was  built  near  the  upper 
parking  lot.  With  the  aid  of  GraniteState  Electric,  poles  and  lights  were  erected 
for  night  skating. 

ln1984,weshould  seethe  BabeRuth  baseball  being  played,  while  families 
should  be  able  to  use  the  picnic  area  for  Sunday  afternoon  family  fun. 

Finances  for  the  Patch  Park  are  still  a  major  concern  of  the  commission. 
During  the  year,  a  Patch  Park  Management  Committee  was  appointed  by  the 
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Selectmen  to  raise  money  necessary  to  develop  the  park.  The  Committee, 
made  up  of  three  Recreation  Board  members  as  well  as  a  member  from  each 
Civic  Club  who  wish  to  support  the  Patch,  as  well  as  other  concerned  citizens. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Edwin  Walsh,  the  Patch  Park  Management 
Committee  has  established  a  fund  raising  program.  The  Committee  has 
established  a  program  of  selling  one  square  foot  of  Patch  Park  for  $5.00, 
T-shirts  and  baseball  hats.  More  fund  raisers  are  planned  for  1984. 

The  Patch  Park  has  been  helped  by  many  of  the  citizens  of  Charlestown. 
Business,  organizations  and  individuals  have  given  much  time  and  dollars  to 
see  the  project  completed.  Much  praise  must  be  given  to  Vic  St.  Pierre,  who 
donated  much  of  his  time. 

The  citizens  of  Charlestown  will  hear  and  see  a  lot  of  the  Patch  Park  in 
1984.

We  also  raised  money  through 
the  Septemberfest  activities  and  other  donations,  for  one  new  portable  radio.

Annual  Report  to  the  Town  of  Charlestown  for  1983 

Request  for  Tax  Appropriation  Funds  for  1984 

On  July  1,  1983,  Fall  Mountain  Visiting  Nurse  Association  became  a 
participating  agency  with  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services 
(HHCCS),  a  combined  home  care  and  social  service  agency  whose  administra- 
tion office  is  in  Keene.  HHCCS,  serving  39  towns  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire  and 
Hillsborough  Counties,  demonstrates  clearly  that  being  bigger  is  more  cost 
efficient  and  more  effective  in  providing  a  broad  range  of  services. 

Fall  Mountain  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  exist  with  its  special 
separate  identity,  and  with  its  Board  of  Directors  still  in  place,  overseeing  home 
care  management  in  Fall  Mountain's  five-town  area.  By  its  linkage  with 
HHCCS,  however,  its  administrative  costs  have  been  reduced  by  more  than 
55%  (from  over  40%  to  17%).  New  services  are  not  available:  Occupational 
Therapy,  Speech  Therapy  and,  in  addition,  a  Care  for  the  Terminally  III 
Program  that  offers  the  full  range  of  necessary  services  (including  24-hour  on 
call  services)  for  the  terminally  ill  patient.  The  program  makes  It  possible  for  a 
patient  to  remain  at  home  to  the  end. 

The  staff  providing  direct  services  has  remained  unchanged,  except  for 
theaddition  of  two  new  nurses.  Kay  Frazer,  whowas  Director  of  Fall  Mountain 
Visiting  Nurse  Association,  now  is  HHCCS'  Director  of  Clinical  Services.  As 
Director  of  the  agency's  total  clinical  program,  she  continues  to  oversee 
activity  in  the  Fall  Mountain  area. 

Although  costs  increased  in  1983,  and  are  projected  to  increase  in  1984, 
HHCCS  requests  no  increase  in  tax  appropriation.  The  amount  remains 
$22,454.00.  This  is  a  clear  sign  of  new  efficiency. 

In  1983  Charlestown  received  3,465  units  of  service.  The  unduplicated 
patient  census  was  508,  which  means  that  11.5%  of  Charlestown's  residents 
received  the  agency's  services.

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WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 

1983  was  a  year  of  stark  reality  for  the  Charlestown  Welfare  office. 

Unemployment  benefts  for  many  former  shop  workers  ran  out.  Services 
from  the  state  food  stamp  program  were  slow  and  severely  behind  schedule. 
The  federal  fuel  assistance  funds  were  cut,  and  not  available  until  late 
November.  These,  and  many  other  circumstances  have  thrown  the  financial 
burden  back  on  Charlestown.  The  work  program  has  fallen  in  place,  and  most 
recipients  readily  volunteer  to  work  off  benefits  received. 

Charlestown  has  a  crying  need  for  decent,  safe,  low-income  housing, 
particularly  for  young  families  with  children. 

The  Welfare  Officer  is  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Welfare  Administra- 
tors' Association  and  has  been  conscientious  in  attending  meetings  to  keep 
Charlestown's  office  operating  currently  with  changes  in  state  laws  and 
procedures. 

Charlestown  is  in  an  economically  depressed  pocket  and  1984  probably 
forecasts  another  year  of  hardship.

ANNUAL  ANIMAL  CONTROL  REPORT 

The  Animal  Control  Officer  answered  223  dog  calls  through  the  year  of 
1 983,  assisted  by  the  Duty  Officer  when  necessary.  When  stray  dogs  are  picked 
up  by  the  Animal  Control  Officer,  he  keeps  the  dogs  at  his  home  for  a  period  of 
three  days  minimum,  in  an  effort  to  locate  the  owners  before  they  are  trans- 
ported to  the  Veterinarian  Clinic  in  Claremont,  N.H.,  where  the  animal  is  held 
for  another  seven  days,  in  another  effort  to  locate  the  owner  of  the  animals. 

There  were  six  summons  issued  by  the  Dog  Officer  for  court  appearances 
and  these  were  cleared  through  the  Court  System. 

Total  mileage  traveled  by  the  Dog  Officer  on  the  calls  received  for  the  year 
is  1,475  miles. 

Eight  dogs  with  no  known  owners  were  adopted  this  year  from  the  Dog 
Officer  care.

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TOWN  HALL  REPORT 

Volunteer  labor,  contributions  and  funds  raised  through  the  Dolan  Family 
Concert  contributed  to  a  successful  renovation  year  for  your  Town  Hall. 

All  of  the  main  floors  have  been  refinished.  On  the  upper  stair  landing  a 
new  floor  has  been  installed.  The  kitchen  has  been  modernized  with  new 
cabinets,  a  new  sink  and  a  newly  covered  floor.  Nearly  all  of  the  wall  and  ceiling 
surfaces  have  been  washed  and  painted. 

The  large  downstairs  hall  has  been  opened  into  the  adjacent  former  town 
clerks  office  by  the  installation  of  an  eight  foot  opening  with  folding  doors. 

More  than  generous  contributions  of  cash,  labor,  material  and  furniture,  as 
well  as  the  complete  installation  of  new  lights  have  been  furnished  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Stanley  Patch.  New  fire  rated  doors  have  been  purchased  through  the 
donations  of  Miss  Emma  Hunt  and  the  daughters  of  Willifred  E.  Hunt  who  now 
are  Lucille  Hunt  Thomason,  Deborah  Hunt  Jennings,  Barbara  Hunt  and 
Eleanor  Hunt  Bright.

The  Charlestown  self  help  program  kept  the  labor  cost  for  general  all 
around  work  to  a  minimum.  The  use  of  paid  skilled  labor  was  kept  to  those 
areas  where  such  skills  were  needed,  such  as  in  the  electrical  areas,  the  of 
regulatory  exit  signs,  carpentry  and  plumbing. 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  town  hall.  If  no  objections  are 
raised,  the  work  will  continue  along  the  same  lines  until  the  hall  becomes  a 
completed  project,  both  inside  and  outside. 

With  this  idea  in  mindforthe  coming  year,  the  Town  Hall  Committeeagain 
offers  thanks  to  all  those  who  in  any  way  made  the  past  years  effort  a  success. 

It  must  be  noted  that  the  limited  space  in  this  report  could  not  carry  the 
names  of  all  those  who  donated  their  time,  expertise  and  labor  towards  this 
ongoing  project,  which  by  and  large,  has  truly  become  a  community  affair, 
towards  the  betterment  of  your  town.
